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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant amendment filed on 02/06/06 has been entered. Accordingly claims 2- 
7, 10-12 have been kept original, claims 1, 8 & 9 have been amended and no claims 
have been cancelled. No new claims were added. It also included remarks/arguments. 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claims 1 & 8: the closest references are: "Electromagnetic Safety Enhancement Circuit 
for Universal Serial Bus systems" Tsai et al. US Patent 6101076 issued on August 8, 
2000 & "Integrated Device Providing Overcurrent And Overvoltage Protection And 
Common-Mode Filtering To Data Bus Interface" Mikolajczak et al. US Patent 6937454 
issued August 30, 2005. 

These patents disclose an arrangement of a filter for the signals with coils in universal 
serial bus interfaces; Tsai et al. (Fig. 1 <prior art>) & Mikolajczak et al. (Fig. 1 <prior 
art>) both patents showing at least two signal/data lines being filtered. 
The references do not disclose: 

a) a ground line going thru a choke comprising a ferrite, where said ground is coupled 
outside the choke with the AC power and routed thru high impedance. Required by 
claim 1. 

b) a choke comprising a ferrite core thru which a first, second, third and fourth signal 
lines pass. Required by claim 8. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
